1. The licence will he issued with a validity period of twelve months but firm orders 
on CI.F./C&F, basis must be placed on the Belgian suppliers and copies of the same 
furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs within four months 
from the date of issue, of the import licence. The terms firm order means purchase orders 
placed by the Indian licensee on the foreign supplier duly supported by confirmation from 
the latter or purchase contract duly signed by both the Indian Importer and the foreign 
supplier. If firm orders cannot be finalised within the time limit of four months the 
Hjcensee should submit to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (CCI&E) or other 
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licensing authorities as the case may be, a proposal seeking an extension in the ordering 
period along with justification and explanation as to why ordering could not be completed 
within the initial validity period. Such requests for extension in the ordering period will 
be considered on the merit of each case by the licensing authorities who may grant c\ien- 
sion upto a further maximum period of 4 months. 11, however, extension rs 
sought beyond H months from the dale of issue of import licence, such proposal 
should invariably be referred by the licensing authorities to the Department of b'conomic 
Affairs, (W.E. TII Section), Ministry of Finance. The licence codes “S" and “BN” should 
be indicated in the first and second suffix after the licence nutnbor.
